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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant's argument's concerning the shield 
of Smith not having a locking means for temporily fixing it to the facemask based on the disclosure of Smith stating that the display screen 
is designed not to interfere with the emergency oxygen mask is not persuasive because the locking means (36) of Smith does temporaily fix 
the display to the mask, see figure 1 , but at the same time does not interfere with the mask in that the mask is still fully operational. 
Appplicant's arguments that McDonald does not teach a removably mounted display is not persuasive because McDonald teaches 
retrofitting shields by adding a display which would inherently mean the display would be removable because if something can be mounted 
onto something then it could also be demounted, further McDonald teaches the display to be secured to the shield which would be 
interpretted to one of ordinary skill in the art that by process of securing something to another thing that the act could be reversed. 
Applicant's argument that the limitation of claim 6 that the display is mounted on the outside of the sheild is not addressed is not persuasive 
because this limitation was addressed in claim 1, which the rejection of claim 6 is based on. 
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
